WASHINGTON, March 11.—{Exclu- 
sive Dispatch.] The California Wine 
Growers’ Association se@ms to be fear- 
ful lest attempt be miade to rush 
the French reciprocity treaty through 
the Senate, and the associationshas sent 
a man to Washington especially to 
keep an eye on developments. This 
representative, talking about the wine 
business of the State, says: 
“If the reciprocity treaty with France 
or any other wine-producing country 
should be ratified at the present time, 
it would be a serious blow and act as 
a great detriment to the development 
of the wine industry of California. This 
industry has languished several years. 
Competition and its concomitant, rutn- 
ously low prices, together with the 
ravages of phylloxera has almost 
ruined the vineyardists. 
“Through concerted efforts in the 
last two years, such prices have been 
maintained as, while extremely reason- 
able to consumers, still left a margin 
of profit to growers, which encouraged 
them to commence the rehabiliment of 
their vineyards, which are being 
planted to roots resistant to phylloxera 
and other vine diseases, and they can 
now look forward to a little prosperity, 
which they have so sadly lacked for 
the last decade. 
“We have just been informed that 
arrangements are being made, and 
empty cooperage is being exported for 
the importation of wine from France 
into New York at a price which Is per- 
llously-near the danger line for our Cal- 
ifornia industry.”

REGULAR SESSION.

WASHINGTON, March 11—SEN- 
ATE—The Senate, when it convened to- 
day, at the request of Mr. Cullom of 
illinois, one of the conferees, disagreed 
to the conference report on the bill 
providing for the carrying into effect 
of the stipulations article seven of 
the Paris treaty.

This, together with a similar resolu- 
tion adopted by the House, had been 
referred to the Committee on Privi- 
leges and Elections. The House had 
passed such a resolution four times, 
but the question never had been con- 
sidered by the Senate. He was being 
pressed constantly, he said, by corre- 
spondents to know when a vote would 
be taken upon the question by the 
Senate, and he desired to inquire of 
the chairman of the committee whether 
the Benate could not have a vote upon 
be aad resolution during the present ses- 


Mr. Burrows of Michigan, chairman 
of the Committee on Privileges and 
Elections, after saying that what Mr. 
y had said was true, said: “I will 
fay to the Senator that there is no dis- 
position on the part of the committee 
to shirk responsibility in connection 
with the resolution. Action upon it 
will be taken, and a report on it will 
“In time to take a vote upon it at 
this session?” inquired Mr. Berry. 

“I have no doubt of it,” replied Mr. 
Rurrows. 

Mr. Mitchell of Oregon, in a state- 
ment in support of what Mr. Berry had 
sald, expressed the hope that the 
Committee on Privileges and Elections 
would see its way to report the resolu- 
tion either favorably or adversely, at 
an early day in order that the Senate 
might have oppori. nity to act upon it. 
Mr. Hoar of Massachusetts, one of 
the members of the Committee on 
Privileges and Elections, and a vigor- 
ous opponent of the resolution provid- 
ing for the election of Senators by di- 
rect vote of the people, said he thought 
the matter ought not to be permitted 
to — without a few words of com- 
men 


“This is one of the most important 
questions,” said he, “that has arisen 
since the adoption of the Constitution. 
Indeed, it is the first serious effort 
made to change the mechanism in- 
volved in the principles of the Consti- 
tution. This is a proposition to change 
the principle upon which the Consti- 
tution ts founded, and it is a matter 
of historical fact that without the in- 
corporation of thie principle, the Con- 
stitution never could have been agreed 
to. The solemn plegge was given to 
States. small and great, that the equal- 
ity of the States never would be de- 
stroyed without the consent of every 
one of them.” 

He did not believe that the adoption 
of the resolution would be accom- 
plished without a breach of the na- 
tlonal pledge which lies at the founda- 
tion of this government. It was a 
question which he thought the Amer- 
ican people thoroughly understood, be- 
cause it was one of the greatest ever 
brought into any legislative assembly. 
He had received letters urging that 
Senators be,chosen by direct vote of 
the people, ¢ but every one of / them 
bears evidence of a “worked-up senti- 
ment.” 

Mr. Hoar said he was willing to go 
before any representative American 
assembly to question the proposition, 
which, to his mind, struck at the very 
heart of the Constitution and to meet 
any champion of the proposition. He 
referred to the Supreme Court and to 
the United States Senate as the two 
great bodies of the government which 
were free from the influenc of popular 
movements and popular excitement. 
The Senate, he said, was the greatest 
deliberative assembly in the world, and 
he believed it the duty of the people 
to stand firm before the proposftion to 
strike down one of the two glories of 
the republic. 

“I will do my duty here,” said he, 
“as member of a committee, but I will 
not be hurried, and the Senate shall 
not be hurried, if I can help it’ 

In a brief reply to Mr. Hoar, Mr. 
Berry said there was not the time to 
discuss the merits of the propositiéna, 
but he itnsited that the Senate had a 
right to demand that the committce 
to which the resolution had been re- 
ferred should make some kind of a 
report, and he did not believe that the 
Senator from Massachusetts could pre- 
vent a report from being made. 

Mr. Dubois of Idaho maintained that 
the only point of -he Constitution 
bearing on the proposition was that 
each State should have two Senators. 
The manner of their election was not 
a vital principle. 

Mr. Stewart of Nevada deciared that 
the resolution embodied a mevement 
fatal to the equality of the States in 
the Senate. To his mind, it meant the 
destruction of the Senate and of the 
principles upon which it was founded.

Fifty Houses Felt 
Its Fury. 


Coliseum Looks Like an *‘ 


Ancient Ruin. 


Large Methodist Church Torn 
Fragments. 


Many Buildings Moved from 
Foundations— Excessive 
Heat Caused Storm.

MAHA (Neb.) March 11.—The heav- 
lest wind, rain and Walistorm in the 
history of the city visited Omaha 

and Douglass county at 2 o'clock this 

morning. It struck Omaha near Mon- 
mouth Park, inthe northern edge of 
the city and moved southeast, the 
greatest severity being experienced in 
the neighborhood of Thirty-third and 

Larimore streets. Although perhaps 

fifty buildings were more or less dam- 

aged, nobody was seriously injured. 

Telephone and telegraph wires in the 

path of the storm were strewn over the 

streets, and a great number of poles 
were torn out. 

Franklin school, one of the largest in 
the city, had toe be abandoned tempo- 
rarily. A large chimney was biown 
onto the roof, which caved In, and de-

OMAHA (Neb.) March 11.—The ef- 
fects of the windstorm this morning 
were made more apparent with the 
break of dawn. Halt a hundred builld- 
ings were damaged more or less. Cume- 
ming street, from Eighteenth to Twen- 
ty-fourth, and Twenty-fourth street 
north of Cummings, are strewn with 
débris from damaged buildings, signs 
and fences. 

The Coliseum building is the worst 
wrecked of the larger structures. It 
was directly in the path of the storm. 
Nearly all the skylights are gone, and 
the roof is badly twisted. The high 
board fence surrounding the building 
was also carried away. Anderson's 
match factory, immediately east of the. 
Coliseum, was badly wrecked, and 4 
row of five flats across the street was 
twisted and al ithe windows br »ken., 
Five large plate glass windows in Tag- 
gart’s undertaking pariors at No. 224 
Cummirtgs street were biown out. and 
the furniture and interior wrecked. 

The storm aroused the entire popula- 
tion in the north part of the city, whe 
thought the town was in the grasp of 
a real twister. 

The storm moved southwest after 
leaving this city, striking Elkhorn, a 
village of 500 people, ten miles away. 
Half a dogen dwellings in that town 
were badly twisted, and several small 
buildings blown down. The elevator 
and cribs of the Omaha Elevator Com- 
pany received more damage than any 
other property. The storm came up 
suddenly, and lasted but a few min- 
utes. 

All day yesterday the temperature 
registered from 60 to 68 deg., and the 
Weather Bureau reports that the storm 
was the result of the unseasonable 
heat, which caused it to form over this 
section.

Echoes of the Blue Ribboner’s Work 
to Save from Drink—Large Meeting

“Stranded, homeless, friendiess: out 
of employment, a stranger without in- 
fluence to get work, it seemed to me 
the end was in sight. While In 
this frame of mind I passed your 
meeting place last night, and was 
prompted to go in, and I did. May 
God bless you and your efforts, for I 
feel it has saved my life. Your words 
of kindness, sympathy and love for the 
unhappy, lifted me up and gave me 
courage to renew my efforts, and I 
hope, with God's help, to win and get 
employment, and have my dear es 
with me again. My God, think yo 
a mother among strangers, without 
money to get milk for my baby. I am 
sorry for my sins and need a power 
greater than my own to bridge me 
over these dark days.” 

That is a sample of a vast number 
of letters received by Francis Murphy. 
It was addressed to Mr. Murphy at his 
hotel. but was unsigned, so that the 
modest writer cannot be found. In- 
closed was a letter from the writer's 
wife, in which she repeatedly addressed 
him as “Edwin,” in the most en- 
dearing terms, and told him how the 
last nickel was gone, and how she had 
“run her face” for milk for the baby, 
and bemoaned the fact that she had 
not taken the chances and come with 
him acroes the continent to Califor- 
nia. 

There was no trace about this letter 
either, by which the writer or the 
place from which it was written could 
be learned. Said Mr. Murphy yester- 
day: 

“Oh, I get so many letters like that, 
from poor fellows who have felt the 
sting, and they just tear the old heart 
out of me.”

{Laughter.} Two of them were on the 
platform with me, but they couldn't 
stand it. What's the matter with their 
daddy? He's just in the morning of 
life. ({Laughter.] I believe tn saying 
good things of people while theyre 
alive. We usually wait till they're 
dead, then we bring up great bunches 
of flowers and lay them down, and 
say: ‘Smell of these.’ 

“I'm going to throw bouquets at my 
boys while they're alive.”

Residents and visitors from the State 
of Iowa assembled at Eastlake Park in 
Los Angeles yesterday and gave each 
other the glad hand. It was the third 
annual reunion ef Hawkeyes, and 
about 2000 of them and their friends 
were present. On account of the post- 
ponement from the regular date of 
meeting, February 22, tfe attendance 
was less than it. should have been. 

The beautiful”weather and pleasant 
surroundings conspired to make the 
occasion very pleasant. «They assem- 
bled early in the morning, and she time 
up to 2 p.m. was spent in hunting up 
old acquaintances and making new 
ones, and in the enjoyment of basket 
lunch. 

At 2 o'clock C. H. Parsons of Pasa- 
dena, president of the lowa Picnic As- 
sociation, called the assemblage to cr- 
der and introduced President George 
Gates of Pomona College, who was for 
fourteen years president of lowa Gol- 
lege at Grinnell, lowa, and therefore 
well-known to many of the picnickers. 
President Gates delivered the address 
of the occasion, Which was a pithy 
combination of persomal expertences 
and incidents drawn from his life, both 
in Iowa and in California. He alluded 
feelingly to hie residence in his native 
State, which he had left because the 
climate wes too severe for his wife.

Speak! of California, Prof. Gates 
said: “Take your geographies and 
your histories and search them 


through—you cannot find so happy a 
condition as exists in Southern Cali- 
fornia.” 

President Gates’s remarks, while 
showing plainly his regret at leaving 
Iowa, showed also that he has taken 
up the new work here with the energy 
that made Iowa College so successful. 

Maj. J. A. Donnell, speaker of the 
day at last year’s picnic, made an in- 
formal and witty address. 

Officers were elected as follows: 
President, Charles F. Hamlin; vice- 
president, Howard Bassett; secretary, 
T. D. Allin; treasurer, C. H. Parsons, 
all of Pasadena. Adjournment was 
made to February 22, 1903. 

There were not less than a dozen 
persons present who had resided in 
lowa for fifty years or more. These 
old residents were provided with white 
badges. Red badges were worn by na- 
tive Iowans. Blue badges were worn 
by those who had been, at one time or 
another, residents of the State. About 
1200 people registered, Marshall county 
furnishing the most, Polk county sec- 
ond and Poweshiek third.

Unwelcome Host Leaves for Old Fields 
After Winter Sojourn in the Land of 


Sunshinggy 
Tourists, business men, shoppers, and 


all others by whom the principal 
streets of Los Angeles are daily tray- 
eled are beginning to notice that thé 
host of beggars that infested this city 
during the winter months is thinning 
out. Only a few are now left, and, of 
these, not more than two or three 
come under the category of mendi- 
cants. The rest are bona-fide residents 
of Los Angeles, and are engaged in a 
legitimate curb-stone business, ex. 
changing small articles, such as shoe. 
strings and pencils, for the coins of the 
charitable. 

Where the professionals have gone fs 
a question. Most of them came here 
from the East to escape the rigors of 
winter, and it may be that they are 
returning to thetr old stands. 

Without doubt, the unweicome tribe 
would have still been here had not the 
police department taken such effective 
measures to get rid of them. Many 
were convicted on charges of drunken- 
ness and disorderly conduc: and a close 
espionage was kept over all of them, 
eo that their insulting language and 
bulldozing methods, toward ladies tn 
particular, received merited punish- 
ment. The police report only a few 
of the original number on the streets 
and no arrests for nearly a month. 

During the Christmas holidays a cen- 
sus of the lagarones would probably 
have disclosed nearly a hundred who 
were doing business on the streets of 
Los Angeles. Over half of these were 
cripples of séme sort. and the rest 
were healthy “grafters.” 

There has also been a noticeable fall- 
ing off of the house-to-house beggars 
who are compored mainly of the hobo 
element.

GOLDEN RULES. 


Some of Them Quoted 
at Dollar Dinner. 


“Down With War and 
the Party System.” 


Two Hundred Socialists and 
Others Give Toledo Man 
a Reception. 


“Do up the party system or it will 
do you up.” Is the golden rule of Sam- 
uel M. Jones, the “Golden Rule’ Mayor 
of Toledo, O.,.who has come to Los 
Angeles to otain rest from his stren- 
uous labors in guiding the star of 
destiny of the city on the banks of 
Maumee. That was the burden, at 
least, of the address that he delivered 
at a “dollar dinner” last evening at 
the Woman's Club House, and to the 
following of that rule he attributed his 
success in being elected thrice to the 
municipal throne and of having his 
name hailed with acclaim by every 
Socialist in the United States. 

Mr. Jones also said with pride that 
he had campaigned with William J. 
Bryan on the platform, that “war is 
hell” in general, and that the gov- 
ernment is all wrong in doing battle 
with the Filipinos. 

He told the story of his life from 
the time he was born in Wales until 
the present day; how he had gone to 
Toledo nine years ago; how a Republi- 
can convention nominated him (for 
Mayor because they had no one else 
that wanted the place, and when all 
the delegates were asking “who the 
hell's Jones?" how he had “turned the 
rascals out;"’ how the people cried for 
Jones at two succeeding municipal 
campaigns and were not happy till 
they got him; how he had been de- 
feated In his race for the gubernato- 
rial chair, and finally how he had de- 
clined an almost imperative demand 
that he run for Congress, just be- 
cause he wanted to go on the stump 
with Bryan and join with the “aunt- 
les’? in their efforts to defeat the policy 
of the government in the Philippines. 

No one knew exactly who had ar- 
ranged for last night's dinner, every 
one who was asked’ replying that it 
was & spontaneous outpouring of the 
peopie to do honor to the man from 
Ohio, but J. T. Van Rensselaer, a So- 
clalist who arranged a similar greet-

Mrs. C. M. Severance was to have 
presided, but she was Ill and her seat 
“as chairman was occupied by Mrs. 
Eliza Tupper Wilkes, who said the 
gathering was in celebration of “the 
rebirth in America of the golden rule.” 
which was exemplified best by the ac- 
tion of Mayor Jones of Toledo. A 
greeting from Mra. Severance was con- 
veyed to the guest by a clubwoman, 
after which Dr. Nelson of St. Louis, 
and Dr. John R. Haynes, spoke in ap- 
preciation of the character of Toledo's 
Mayor. 

To Mayor Snyder was assigned the 
duty of introducing Mayor Jones, and 
he heaped encomiums of rhetorical 
beauty on the head of the “golden 
ruler,” saying he was an unique fic- 
ure among the chief officers of the 
great cities of the country, possessed 
of the qualities that make the best of 
men. 


Mayor Jones was greeted with cheers. 
In addition to giving his complete 
biography, he told how a pure, young 
school teacher had deluded him and 
ensrared him when he was a mere boy 
by pouring into his mind the false doc- 
trine that the social system was all 
right, when at that very time human 
beings were wearing the shackles of 
slavery. But a bright light came to 
him in later years, although he admit- 
ted he had not progressed so far that 
he proposed to improve the solar sys- 
tem. In fact, he said he never pro- 
posed to improve anything: it was 
forced on him. He had learned, he 
said, that the people of this nation, on 
one day of the year, the Fourth of 
July. were patriotic to the extent that 
they would live and die together, but 
that on every other day they were 
ready to shed each others’ blood. 

The speaker was fearful that some 
of his burning words might be missed 
by the great reading public. and sev- 
eral times he interrupted his discourse 
to say to the newspaper reporters: 
“Set that down. That's a thing the 
people ought to know.” 

Unfortunately those truths were lost. 
Among other things, he enid: ‘There 
is room for but few thinkine men in- 
side political party lines. I want to 
be free to do|\my own thinking and I 
want the same privilege equally ac- 
cessible to every other creature en our 
planet. This government has a political 
attachment so dirty that the best of 
us can have nothing to do with it, but 
to vote and get away as fast as pos- 
sible. The children of this nation are 
taught that they must join a politica! 
party in order to be anything. The 
doom of the party system is apparent 
to those of us who are gifted with the 
power of seeing a few years shead of 
our time. We can't do anything on 
this earth as lone as the party sys- 
tem is in force. Patrfotiem and party- 
ism cannot abide together. I wish TI 
could say, ‘Let's vote as men and 
women.’ 

References to alleged shortcomings of 
the government; to hatred of war is 
the Philippines, and to the name of 
Bryan, were cheered by many of those 
present.

They give recognition to the 
fact that the object of public educa- 
tion is to prepare for citizenship, and 
that the pupil is enabled .to exercise 
his best powers by a combination of 
head and hand. 

“The new manual-training school in 
Kansas City has over 1600 pupils. The 
physical exercise assists in mental 
work and makes each restful and help- 
ful to the other. ©

of work, and believe I gained much in- 
formation which will be of practical 
value, should the people of Los Angeles:

The proportions of the human fixure 
when perfect are strictly mathematical. 
The length of the perfect body is six times 
the length of the foot, no matter who the 
woman is or what her height or breadth 
or weight. 

Any @eviation from this rule is a de- 
parture from the standards of the highest 
beauty of proportion. The Greeks made 


‘gli their statues according to this rule. 


The face from the highest point of the 
forehead, according to Dr. Jacques, who 
has made a lifelons study of the subject, 
should be one-tenth of the whole figure. 
The hand from the wrist to the end of the 
middle finger ts the sarne. 

The chest is a fourth, and from the naip- 
ples to the top of the head ts the same. 

From the top of the chest to the hign- 
est point of the forehead should be « 
seventh. 

If the length of the face from the roots 
of the hair to the chin be divided inw 
three equal paris the first division deter- 
mines the point where the eyebrows meet, 
and the second should designate the 
proper place for the nostrils. 

The navel is the central point of the 
human body, and if a man should lie on 
his back with his arme and legs extended, 
the circumference of the circle which 


charms with which nature has endowed that it divides the face into two equal 


parts. It should be in nearly the same line 
with the forehead, but with a slight in- 
flection at the juncture. 

A woman's perfectly beautiful nose ts 
quite straight. 

The law of beauty requires that the 
mouth, that most expressive feature of 
the human face, should be of medium 
size, but smaller in a woman than man. 

The curve of the upper iip is supposed 
to have furnished the Greeks with a 


model for Cupid's bow. 


somewhat fuller and rounder, turning out- 
ward, so as to leave between the lower lip 
and the chin a graceful curved hollow. 

The chin should be of moderate size, 
white, soft and round. 

The teeth at best are round rather than 
long. perfectly even and pearly white. 

The perfectly beautiful eye is large 
rather than small, with a long rather than 
short opening between the eyelids. Both 
the white and iris of the eye should be of 
immaculate clearness. 

In women dark blue or dark brown eyes 
are regarded as more beautiful than gray 
or black eyes, or any of the lighter shades 
of blue or brown. . 

The cheeks should be plump, not fat, 
and delicately tinged with pink. 

The most beautiful hair, for a woman, 
is said to be brown or golden or red, and 
should be fine, long and wary. 

The ancients regarded golden hair as 
symbolical of the highest type of mental 
beauty and the goddesses of alluring and 
lovable attributes were usualiy golden 


haired. 


Historic Beauties Were Bondes 


The sirens of historic antiquity were 
golden haired—Helgn of Troy, Lucretia 
Borgia, Poppaea, aii had reddish yellow or 
golden locks, and though the morals of 
the familiar name4

leave ch to be desired there is no room 


for argument as to the physical charms of 
each member of this wonderful trio. 


A woman's beautiful neck is white, 
smooth, straight and fexibie, slightly 
amaller above, and increesing in size very 
gently toward the shoulders.

A beautiful foot, undressed, ix aimost 
unknown. The Trilby craze demonstrated 
this fact, for in all the length and breadth 
of this great land there were not to be 
found a score of women who possessed 
perfect nude feet., 

Many women appear, when shod, to 
have feet that should be models of beauty. 
but the bare foot reveals @ condition not 
far from deformity. This is caused by the 
outrageous compressions of the shoes into 
which we supinely crowd our feet, or ac- 
cept as fits when we know they are pain- 
fui, and even torturing misfits.

DISTINGUISHES HIM. 


T. P. LUKENS OF PASADENA ONLY 
MAN WHO EVER DID. 

Glory Enough for Common Mortal— 

Railroad Men Think Him a Wonder. 


Why the Other Grand Jurors Call 
Him “Parson.” 


“Parson” ts the new name to which 
T. P. Lukens of Pasadena responds. 

His many Southern California friends 
willl wonder how he got it—and that is 
the point of the story. He just had to 
be a preacher; there was no other way 
out of it. He heard his call, clear as a 
trumpet, above the rumble of a rush- 
ing passenger train, and now he is the 
wonder of every Southern Pacific rail- 
read man in California. 

“Parson” Lukens it is who bears the 
proud distinction of being the only man 
who ever stopped the Owl at a way eta- 
tion on its fly-by-night trip to San 
Franeisco. 

Harrison Fuller of Azusa, a grand 
juror, tells the story. 

Lukens is a member of the grand 
jury, and both genial gentlemen are on 
the Roads Committee of that inquisi- 
torlal body. A week ago last Monday 
this committee and Supervisor Manley 
took a long tallyho trip up through his 
vast Supervisor district, and in thor- 
oughly investigating the highway con- 
ditions of the section were gone a week. 

The party started from the County 
Courthouse about 9:30 o'clock Monday 
morning, but the hour was too early for 
the pastoral Lukens, so he was not 
“among those present.” As soon as he

LIBEL SUITS. 
DAILY JOURNAL SUED. 

W. W. Neuer, president, and Robert 
N. Bulla, secretary, of the Central Ot! 
Company, have each begun a $50,000 
libel suit against the Daily Journal 
Company. 

Yesterday morning the Journal pub- 
lished the following squib, which is al- 
leged to be false and defamatory, and 
to expose both plaintiffs to public con- 
tempt and obloquy: 

“A strong effort was made to sell a 
block of the Central, but it would not 
sell. The asking price dropped from 
76 to 74% cents, while the highest fig- 
ure bid did not pass 70. There is a 
very pecullar circumstance connected 
with Central, and this became evident 
yesterday at the exchange, when all 
brokers were fighting shy of the stock. 
The fact is that the company has been 
forced to levy an assessment in order 
to pay the salaries of its president and 
secretary. It is asserted that these 
two officers get a special consideration, 
outside of their regular salaries, which 
are in themselves said to be high-toned, 
and that they manage to fix it so that 
this so-called ‘special’ comes very fre- 
quently in the shape of $5 extra for 
every meeting of the company. This 
they get whether there is a quorum 
present or not, and it is stated that 
this feat is an exceedingly rare occur- 
rence at the meetings of the Central 
Oll Company.” 

The complaints both say that “each 
and all of the statements concerning 
the plaintiffs in said article are false, 
slanderous and untrue;” that the Cen- 
tral Ol! Company has not levied an as- 
sessment for any purpose, and that the 
company is in good financial condition, 
absolutely” free from indebtedness. 
Neuer says he has lived in Los An- 
geles for seven years, and Bulla says 
he has been here for nineteen years. 
Both fear that they have been dam- 
aged in good name by the publication 
about $50,000 worth. Their attorneys 
are Perry R. Wilson, Esq., and Charlies 
Monroe, Esq.

Aged Father Comes to His Son's Res- 

cue Again—Police Have Evidence— 

Paper Thief Caught. 

Bob Widney, who was caught in the 
act of trying to give a man “knock-out 
drops” and then robbing him in a house 
of prostitution on Aliso street Monday 
night, has already made up his mind 
what he will plead, and has fixed up a 
story which he hopes will save him 
from the penitentiary.

hat evidence there was against him, 
and being a man of intelligence, he 
realized that Re would have a hard 
time to escape from the meshes of the 
law. Throughout the night he 
up and down the narrow confines of his 
prison quarters, 

A friend, learning of his trouble, 


found his aged father, ex-Jud R. M. 
Widney, about daylight yesterday, and 
told him of what his son had been 


charged with. Bob has caused his father 
much trouble before, but the parent 
has never deserted him, and has spent 
no small fortune in clearing him of 
scrapes which his wildness got him 
into. The father went to the City Jail. 
His countenan¢e showed how keenly he 
felt the disgrace which his son had 
brought upon him. Being himself an 
upright, honest man, he felt that dis- 
grace all the more. Many have been 
the expressions of sympathy for the 
youth's rents, and when the father 
eppeared at the prison he was treated 
with the utmost consideration. 

The father was almost in tears as he 
approached the bars, and with a trem- 
bling voice he asked his son what he 
had to say for himself. Then the pris- 
oner deciared that he was innocent of 
all wrongdoing. and that he was the 
victim of a blackmailing scheme. For- 
mer-Judge Widney busied himself in 
the preparation of his son's defense.

The servant girl heard them at 


work, but was so frightened that she 


did not call for heip.

turned, the house presented a scene of 


@iporder; drawers had been forced 
open, cabinets 
contents were strewn around. 

This is the fourth burglary reporte. 
in a very short time, and foliows 
closely the big robbery of the George 
W. Childs Drexel party, which hap- 
pened only a few weeks ago. The 
methods used in each instance are 
practically the same. 

ORCHESTRA OUT OF TUNE. 

_ The concert given by the Chirago 
Symphony Orchestra last night ended 
in rather a startling manner. The 
company had a contract to play at 
Riverside, but decided to cut it out. 
They played at Pomona yesterday aft- 
ernoon, and Frank Miller of Riverside 
tried to attach the box-office receipts, 
but failed. F. C. O'Kelly of the River- 
side Operahouse boarded the specs! 
train for Redlands with the concert 
company, and thought that Re would 
not be left again, but the manager of 
the orchestra had him put off at a 
small station near Colton. Here he had 
to wait for the regular train, and he 
got in a little late 

While the concert was in full biast 
the constable served papers on Miss 
Putnam, the manager of the Spinet 
Club, under whose auspices the con- 
cert was given, instructing her not to 

ay any money to the company. 
en the show was nearly over, the 
constable asked the lady for the money 
and she then told him that she had 
béeionging to the company, it 
having already been turned over. 


The constabie then went after the 


effects of the company and stopped 
the work of removing the trunks, cases. 
etc., belonging to the orchestra. The 
musicians raised a how! when they saw 
their inetruments were about to fal! 
into the constab’e’s hands, and he had 
to pull his gun before he could make 
them all see he meant business. A 
lawyer was obtained to smeoth mat- 
tera out. and finally the musicians were 
allowed to take their instruments 
awey. but a box full of music scores 
' Was seized for the claim. 

The managers of the company are 
carrying a private lawyer for just such 
cases (‘‘Corney™ Pendleton of Los An- 
geles.) and offered to give a bond with 
Pendleton and A. ©. Clark of Highland 
. @8 sureties, in Heu of the music. This 
offer was accepted, and the orchestra 
was allowed to leave the town in peace 
and proceed to Phoenix, Ariz.
